Blair, 

I talked  to  Patti  just  now.  I believe  we  have  it  straightened  out. 

Ink-signed  original  refers  to  any  request  for  payment  (invoice)  submitted  to  the  City  which  will  be  processed  for  validity  and 
contract  compliance  and  then  submitted  to  the  Controller  for  payment  to  the  BID  is  required  to  have  an  original  signature  (in 
ink,  not  a copy,  email  or  fax)  by  an  authorized  representative  of  the  BID  board. 

The  request  for  payment  of  the  general  benefit  is  the  same  as  any  other  invoice  that  is  submitted  to  our  office  except  that  we 
don't  (unless  the  BID  forgets  during  the  year  and  we  have  to  remind  them)  send  a transmittal  to  the  BID  listing  the  amount 
and  where  the  funds  came  from  as  is  done  with  assessment  funds. 

Regarding  the  DWP  grant,  the  2015  funds  have  all  been  allocated  and  we  have  not  heard  anything  at  all  about  a 2016  DWP 
grant. 

Hope  this  helps.

Rick, 

Can  you  please  clarify  what  you  mean  by  "ink-signed  originals?"  We  don't  sign  invoices  usually  so  does  the  City  have  a 
form? 

Also,  Patti  mentioned  some  sort  of  deadline.  Can  you  tell  us  when  you  sent  an  email  with  these  requirements  or  if  there  are 
guidelines  somewhere  that  we  might  review?  If  you  mean  the  DWP  grant,  things  have  been  a little  strange  with  this 
process  in  the  past  two  years.  They  used  to  send  us  an  email  with  the  current  application  in  the  beginning  of  the  year.  In 
recent  years,  they  delayed  the  process  a bit  but  we  still  submitted  as  we  always  do,  and  made  a guess  using  the  forms 
from  2014  as  a guideline  since  they  did  not  send  out  anything  new.  As  far  as  this  year,  we  have  no  idea  if  these  grants  will 
still  be  available  or  what  the  process  is,  unless  I am  missing  something.  I confirmed  this  with  Andrew  (the  new  BID 
Consortium  Chair)  last  week  --  so  apparently  we  need  to  clarify  this  information  and  make  sure  all  the  BIDs  are  following 
the  same  process  this  year.  Regardless,  we  must  receive  general  benefit  allocation.
